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EISENHOWER AND 
ADENAUER AGREE 
ON EFFORTS 10 
REUNIFY REICH 


Aim to Be Achieved 
‘Only by Peaceful 
Means’—Nothing New 
Found in Soviet Pro- 
posal for Big 4 Parley. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP) 
~— President Eisenhower and 
West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer said today they 
are agreed on continued efforts 


for reunification of Germany, 
and that “this aim shall be 
achieved only by peaceful 
means.” 

In a joint statement, issued 
after a half-an-hour conference 
at the White House, they noted 
also that they had found no new 
proposals for a unified Germany 
in the latest Soviet note propos- 
ing a four-power conference. 

The statement said: 

“We particularly addressed 
ourselves to the question ‘of Ger- 
man reunification ... We are 
agreed that this aim shall be 
achieved only by peaceful 
means. We are convinced of the 
necessity of continued efforts 
toward this goal and are agreed 
that such efforts will be made 
by the United States and the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
together with the governments 
of the United Kingdom and 
France.” 

Strengthening of Europe. 

The President and the Chan- 
cellor, who came here yesterday 
only four days after the con- 
clusion of the Paris conference 
which arranged for Germany to 
regain sovereignty and rearma- 
ment rights, said: 

“We have no doubt that the 
strengthening of free Europe 
which will result from the re- 
cent Lendon and Paris agree- 
ments, will aid our efforts to 
bring freedom and unity to all 


_of the German people.” 


The statement said the Presi- 
dent and the Chancellor ex- 
changed views on the latest 
Soviet note in this connection, 
and it continued: 

“It is our initial view that 


. this does not seem to offer any 


new proposal on the part of the 
Soviet Union; it appears essen- 
tially as a reiteration of the po- 
sitions taken by Mr. Molotov 
(Soviet Foreign Minister) at the 
conference in Berlin regarding 
Germany and European secur- 
ity.” 

<< White House spokesman 
said the statement could be 
considered as covering also the 
conversations Adenauer had 
earlier with Secretary of State 
Dulles. 

Gratitude for British Move. 


The statement also hailed the 
accomplishments of the London 
and Paris meetings, expressed 

atitude for the commitment 

y the United Kingdom to 
maintain forces on the Conti- 
nent and said, “We are con- 
vinced that with the coming 
into effect of the agreements 
... the road toward a strong 
and United Europe will have 
been paved.” 

The German, French and 
other parliaments still have to 
pass on the plan, and Russia has 
already sounded another call for 
a four-power conference on the 
touchy issue of reuniting Ger- 
many.

WEST BERLIN CITY ASSEMBLY 


Acts When He. Refuses Store 
License to Jew—Charges He 
Lied About the Case. 


BERLIN, Oct. 28 (AP)—The 
West Berlin city assembly ousted 
Deputy Mayor Walter Conrad 
from office today for refusing 
a store license to a Jewish 
chemist and for allegedly lying 


to the city government about 
the case. 

By a vote of 75-0, with 35 ab- 
stentions, the assembly adopted 
a motion of censure against 
Conrad. Under the city consti- 
tution, his resignation was com- 
pulsory. It was the first time 
in postwar history that a rank- 
ing official of the city govern- 
ment was ousted. 

The censure motioh did not 
accuse Conrad of anti-Semitic 
motives, but he was charged 
with “displaying an attitude re- 
garding the compensation for 
Nazi injustice which cannot be 
approved of by anyone in this 
Parliament.”

The document was cleared with 
neither the General Counsel's 
office nor Charles .

No Comment on Information.

Above the Party Tie 


No Missourian should think that because there 
is only one state-wide office on the Nov. 2 ballot 
the election is unimportant to him. As it hap- 
pens, the Missouri Office at stake, that of Audi- 
tor, is an especially important one even though 
it sets no policy. The Auditor is responsible for 
post-auditing the accounts of all state agencies, 
including the treasury. 

Similarly in Illinois the ballot will not contain 
a lot of state offices in the midterm election. But 
the key office of State Treasurer will be on the 
Prairie State ballot. 

In Missouri the Democratic nominee for State 
Auditor is the incumbent, Haskell Holman of 
Moberly, who was appointed by Gov. Donnelly 
some 18 months ago when the then Auditor, 
William H. Holmes, died in office. Mr. Holman, 
45 years old, had no primary opposition. 

The Republican nominee is Harold L. Butter- 
field of Sumner who won in a field of three. 
Mr. Butterfield, 36 years old, and a grain, seed 
and lumber dealer, is now serving his third 
term as Mayor of his community—a testimonial 
to the good opinion his neighbors have of him. 

Mr. Holman has the more extensive record in 
public affairs. He went to work 21 years ago in 
the Auditor’s office as a highway accounts clerk. 
After creation of the Department of Revenue, 
under the 1945 Constitution, he was given super- 
vision over the state income, inheritance, fran- 
chise and intangible property tax units. 

If Mr. Holman wins, every elective state offi- 
cial at Jefferson City will be a Democrat. Many 
independent voters will feel that this is an ar- 
gument for voting for Mr. Butterfield. When two 
good men are on the ballot and it is not easy 
to choose, it is a defensible course to vote for 
the man who will tend to keep the two-party 
system going in state affairs. 

The situation is just reversed in Illinois. 
There all the elected officials (except some 
trustees of the State University) are Republi- 
cans. One way to advance the two-party system 
at Springfield will be for Illinois voters to elect 
David F. Mallett of East St. Louis, Democratic 
nominee for State Treasurer. Mr. Mallett’s Re- 
publican opponent, Warren E. Wright of Park 
Ridge, was State Treasurer, 1941-43, and ran for 
Treasurer in 1950, when the nomination went to 
William G. Stratton, present Governor. 

Mr. Mallett, who is 44 years old, comes of a 
family that traveled by covered wagon to IIli- 
nois. In politics he is clerk of the Fourth Dis- 
trict Appellate Court at Mount Vernon and in 
business he has been president of the St..Clair- 
Madison County Automobile Dealers Association. 

Just as it might well be a good idea to have 
a Republican State Auditor in Missouri in the 
midst of an otherwise Democratic state admin- 
istration so in Illinois voters ought to gain from 
having a Democratic State Treasurer in an 
otherwise Republican state administration. 

Without disparagement to the present Mis- 
souri Auditor, Mr. Holman, independent voters 
will want to consider strongly the appeal of 
Mayor Butterfield, Republican, for the office. 
There is much to commend it. And in Illinois 
many independents and not a few Republicans 
doubtless will think well of the idea of electing 
Mr. Mallett, Democrat, as State Treasurer. 
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The Favored Four 


Four states have been selected as particularly 
susceptible to special help from the President 
in the closing days of the congressional cam- 
paign. These states and the intended senatorial 
beneficiaries of Mr. Eisenhower’s flying trip 
Friday are: 

Michigan, Homer Ferguson 
Kentucky, John Sherman Cooper 
Ohio, George H. Bender 
Delaware, Herbert Warburton 

The President’s swing will delight these four 
Senate nominees who will be photographed hasti- 
ly with Mr. Eisenhower at brief airport rallies. 
Possibly the executive’s visit will increase his 
party’s vote in those states. Any increase might 
even determine a close election. But Senator 
Ferguson's delight in Michigan will hardly car- 
ry over into Illinois where Republican nominee, 
Joseph T. Meek, will notice that the Columbine 
is not coming down for him even at the expense 
of the Republican National Committee. Clifford 
P. Case in New Jersey will find little cheer 
in a _ presidential appearance in Delaware. 
Iowa party leaders may well ask: If the President 
can now throw out the lifeline to nominee 
Bender in Ohio then why not to nominee Martin 
who is having a hard time finding his way 
through the tall corn? 

Speculation is inevitable. Does the list of 
four states, hand-picked by the G.O.P. National 
Committee, mean that these are the best Re- 
publican hopes among the presumably close 
states? If so, then is Illinois given over to Sen- 
ator Douglas? Is New Jersey dismissed as lost? 
Is there no use to refuel in West Virginia and 
Rhode Island? No need in Massachusetts? 

The question of the political wisdom of this 
last-minute hurry-up flight in the Government 
plane at Republican party expense will be 
answered Nov. 2. The President is now into the 
congressional race over his head. For now he 
identifies himself intimately with individual 
candidates. He will share some of the victory 
if they win. And just as certainly he will lose 
if they lose. : 
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Questions on the Penitentiary 

The series of riots and lesser disturbances at 
the Missouri Penitentiary poses two categories of 
public questions. One group deals primarily 
with the penitentiary itself, and includes such 
problems as these: 

Should prison industries and other facilities 
be rebuilt? If so, what is to guarantee that they 
will not be destroyed the day after they are 
completed? Should first-time felons be segre- 
gated from the hardened old timers, the two, 
three- and four-time losers? What should be done 
about segregating the mentally deficient from 
the rest of the prison population? What is indi- 
cated with respect to overcrowding within the 
cell blocks—about food, recreation and general 
living conditions? 

Before any attempt is made to answer those 
questions, a close examination of the objec- 
tives of the entire correctional system is neces- 
-sary. What should it aim to accomplish? Ven- 
geance? Custody? Rehabilitation? If rehabilita- 
tion is really the end, what is required to reach 
it? A mere physical rebuilding of the fire- 
blackened penitentiary? 

Or does the situation demand the construction 
of one or more new correctional institutions — 
including perhaps one designed to hold the 
hardened convict in maximum security while 
every effort is made to help those whose rec- 
ords indicate they deserve a second chance? 
And would this not indicate the need for a new 
minimum security institution? 

Any rational program for improving Mis 
souri’s correctional system ought to be based 
on the advice of experts—wardens of outstand- 


ing reputation from other states, university 
penologists and the like. Nothing will come of 
listening to the shrill cries of some Republican 
politicians who have been demanding that heads 
roll in the Department of Correction, unless it 
be further unrest behind the walls.

In Full Daylight 

We attach no importance to the President's 
press conference remark that he would favor 
disciplining the person who allowed a Post- 
Dispatch reporter access to the Dixon-Yates 
contract. We do not recall that the President's 
disciplinary impulses were similarly aroused 
when someone, perhaps a Cabinet member, 
leaked his Taft-Hartley act message to The Wall 
Street Journal. But let that pass. 

The important and amazing thing is that Mr. 
Eisenhower seems to contemplate that the Dixon- 
Yates contract, covering the sale of private 
power to TVA via the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, shall be kept secret until after the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy Committee has 
studied it for 30 days. 

The committee has scheduled hearings to be- 
gin Nov, 4. What in the world are the hearings 
going to be about, if the contract has not been 
exposed to public view beforehand? 

How are the representatives of public power 
systems and other interested parties going to 
comment intelligently on the contract unless 
they have previously seen it? 

The charitable interpretation is that the Presi- 
dent is misinformed, and that the contract will 
surely be published before the hearings begin. 
If that interpretation is correct, however, it 
argues all the more powerfully for a detailed, 
unhurried, exhaustive review in the full light 
of day. For it suggests, as other facts have sug- 
gested, that though the Dixon-Yates deal is be- 
ing advanced in the President’s name, Mr. Eis- 
enhower is not the guiding force behind it. 

The President says he has full confidence in 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the AEC. But the 
public can judge Adm. Strauss only when the 
wall of secrecy surrounding this deal has first 
been broken down. 

The President says the Federal Power Com- 
mission has held the contract to be fair. But 
it is not FPC’s job to pass on the wisdom of Ad- 
ministration policy—and that is the issue. 

The President says the TVA has approved 
the contract, after certain changes. But that 
could be merely because excess costs have been 
unloaded on the AEC instead of on TVA. The 
issue still remains whether excess costs should 
be unloaded on the taxpayers in any form. 

None of the deeply disturbing questions about 
the Dixon-Yates deal are answered even by the 
President’s assurance that three governmental 
agencies have approved it. Those questions can 
be answered only by full public disclosure and 
discussion of all its details.

Why the Air Force Is Losing Men 

The Air Defense Command, heavily responsi- 
ble for the safety of this continent, is facing a 
damaging loss in personnel. Only 8.5 per cent of 
the airmen whose four-year enlistment expires 
within the next two months are definitely plan- 
ning to re-enlist. On the other hand, about 50 
per cent plan to leave. The others are undecided. 

The ADC in wartime would be counted upon 
to locate by radar enemy planes heading for 
this continent, and to shoot them down with its 
interceptors. Successful completion of such a 
mission requires not only an intelligent type of 
man but also a man who is well trained. It is dis- 
heartening and alarming to see well-trained, re- 
sponsible men going back to civilian life. Why do 
they leave? Because of two things: low pay and 
poor housing. 

Of course some ADC units are by necessity 
located in isolated spots which preclude the 
airmen from having any family life. But many 
units are in places where housing is available 
but rentals are too high for service personnel. 
Obviously many men would re-enlist if the hous- 
ing problem alone were solved. 

The ADC’s problem is a grave one. Few es- 


tablished industries, if any, could stand the high - 


rate of personnel turnover that confronts the 
ADC. Perhaps the best solution would lie in 
seeking and obtaining a larger appropriation for 
family quarters. 
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A Good Judge in the County 

County voters should find it worthwhile to 
acquaint themselves with the record of Circuit 
Judge Noah Weinstein. This nominee is a re- 
markable jurist who keeps his docket clear. By 
hard work he disposed of 900 cases in a year, 
some of them more than 30 years old. His legal 
experience speaks well for him. So does the 
majority approval of a poll of county lawyers. 

While partisan politics has no proper place 
in selection of judges, the very lack of a non- 
partisan court plan in the county forces atten- 
tion on the case of Judge Weinstein. He is a 
Democrat in a customarily-Republican county. 
He is under a political handicap. But many dis- 
tinguished Republican lawyers have put Judge 
Weinstein’s record before politics, and his record 
is what should count at the polls.

One little problem in editorial writing is how 
to offer comment on subjects which compel sud- 
den drastic alterations, and will not stay put.

The American League will not approve 
the move to K.C. The league will not approve 
a last stand in Philly. 

Pardon the crazy mixed-up fan. He hears on 
one side that the problem is to get the Athletics 
out of Philadelphia, yet some citizens of un- 
brotherly love say the problem is to get Roy 
Mack out of the Athletics. 

One late report states that the American 
League will not approve a plan to sell blocks of 
Athletic tickets to chain stores for merchandis- 
ing premiums. Too undignified, says the league. 
Yet this scheme was devised by Villanova Uni- 
versity to dispose of football tickets. Doesn't 
everyone know that what is dignified enough 
for higher education is dignified enough for 
professional baseball? 

A lot of these Philadelphia reports seem 
utterly untimeless. So if the latest dispatch 
should state beyond peradventure that the club 
is moving to Albuquerque, let the reader be- 
ware. The team might wind up in Tuscaloosa. 

Anyhow, our firm editorial stand still is that 
the A’s belong in Kansas City. Nothing is too 
good for our neighbor, especially the Athletics.

A World Without the U.N.?

What sort of world would we be liv- 
ing in today if there had been no 
United Nations during the last nine 
years? 

That question is appropriate to our 
celebration of the U.N.’s ninth birthday, 
because the answer to it is the best 
possible refutation of charges that the 
organization has been a failure. 

The answer is plain: the world would 
be in even worse shape than it is—less 
stable and more vulnerable to the threat 
of open war at many points—if the 
U.N. had not been available to play its 
roles in a score of specific cases. 

This much can be said in addition to 
the even more obvious point that the 
U.N. has contributed significantly to the 
sum total of human welfare through the 
quiet work of its specialized agencies on 
scientific, social and economic fields. 

It is by its political functions that 
the U.N. is generally and properly 
judged, for the first purpose under the 
Charter is “to maintain international 
peace and security, and to that end: to 
take effective collective measures for 
the prevention and removal of threats to 
the peace ... and bring about . 
settlement of international disputes. 

The undeniable fact that the U.N. 
has not lived up to all the hopes im- 
plicit in this language is responsible for 
the demands now sometimes heard that 
we pull out of the organization entirely. 

A more sensible way of appraising 
the value of the U.N. is to ask why it 
has not functioned altogether as in- 
tended and how well it has performed. 

The answer to the first question lies 
in two phenomena—the atomic age and 
the Cold War — that were unknown 
when the Charter was drawn in 1945. 

The development of nuclear weapons, 
posing the constant threat that the de- 
fense of liberty may literally destroy 
life on this planet, has changed the 
whole nature of the problem of enforc- 
ing peace by collective measures. The 
East-West conflict, pitting the U.N. 
against one of its own major members 
and resulting in frequent Soviet abuse 
of the veto power, has destroyed the 
basic assumption that the great powers 
would have a mutual interest in pro- 
tecting the international status quo. 

Yet the U.N. has adjusted with re- 
markable success to these vast and un- 
forseen variations in its environment. 

As the U.S. and Soviet Russia have

come to rely less upon the original col-’ 


lective security machinery and more 
upon regional arrangements to protect 
and promote their interests, emphasis 
within the U.N. has shifted from the Se- 
curity Council to the politically cum- 
bersome but veto-free General Assem- 
bly. But the significant point is that 


both nations have found it necessary to 
stay in the U.N. and to relate back to 
that organization all of their efforts to 
gain the balance of power through tra- 
ditional, extra-U.N. alliances. 

The Russians evidently consider op- 
erations through the U.N. essential to 
their “peace offensive.” We probably 
could not maintain our coalition without 
the framework provided by the U.N. 
and certainly could not hope to add the 
uncommitted states to it. 

As the U.S. has fashioned its coali- 
tion into “the shield and sword of 
the Charter,” the U.N. itself has in- 
creasingly played the role of concilia- 
tor rather than policeman in the main- 
tenance of peace. Only in the historic 
case of Korea, where the unique cir- 


cumstance of the Soviet boycott of the 
Security Council permitted avoidance 
of the veto, has the U.N. proper under- 
taken to enforce peace through mili- 
tary sanctions. 

In at least 15 other clearly defined 


political disputes, however, the U.N. 
has played a significant role. 

The withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Iran under U.N. pressure first demon- 
strated the value of the organization as 
a means of mob world opinion. 

The Greek case, which sent U.N. ob- 
servers into the Balkans, showed how 
U.N. machinery could be geared to U.S. 
military power. 

The cases of Indonesia and Palestine 
represented important victories for U.N. 
processes of mediation and conciliation. 

The ending of the Berlin blockade, 
although accomplished outside the ma- 
chinery of the U.N., proved the useful- 
ness of the organization as a meeting 
place of East and West when ordinary 
channels of diplomacy are frozen. 

Surely this is not the record of an 
organization that “never does anything 
but talk.”

{ KNEW SISTER KENNY, by Herbert J. Levine 
M.0, sso} Christopher Publishing House, 204. 
pgs., $3.50. 


The name in the title of this recent 
and readable book by Dr. Herbert J. 
Levine belongs to the distinguished Aus- 
tralian nurse, who became internation- 
ally known for her care of poliomyelitis , 
patients. However, the book is not a 
biography of this lady, whom the author 
knew and admired; rather it is the dra- 
matic story of a community working to 
establish a polio clinic (to which Sister. 
Kenny lent her name and was present, 
at the dedication) in order to prevent 
a recurrence of the Illinois disaster, suf- 
fered in 1946. 


Many people will remember the devas- 
tating epidemic of polio that year which 
struck the part of Illinois in and around 
Centralia (population 13,800). Sixty 
cases were reported, and the town’s one.: 
hospital was inadequate for proper. 
handling of the emergency. What the ' 
citizens of this small town did in the 
short space of a year to forestall anoth- 
er such calamity, by aiding in the estab- 
lishment of a Sister Kenny Polio Clinic 
in their midst, illustrates a true picture.

BUT THE FOLKS at the Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee. headquarters aren't dis- 
couraged. They regard their work in the cur- 
frént campaign as a pilot project, an experiment 
destined to play an important role in all future 
political campaigns. 

“Despite the fact that we got into the cam- 
paign at the last moment, there are signs that 
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the Code of Fair Campaign Practices has already 
had a certain impact,” said Miss Anna Lord 
Strauss, New York civic leader and former 
national president of the League of Women 
Voters, who is chairman of the nation-wide Fair 
Campaign Practices Committee. “At least we 
have made a start. We know tnaat from the re- 
sponse we have had from the candidates, from 
organizations and from the press.” 

Sponsored by a group of civic-minded indi- 
viduals from various parts of the United States, 
the committee has so far received the support 
of the League of Women Voters, the National 
Community Relations Advisory Council, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’ni B'rith and the 
National Council of Churches. The CIO-PAC 
issued a joint indorsement urging local unions 
to. participate. 


2. 


THE COMMITTEE BELIEVES that the Code 
of Fair Campaign Practices it has developed 
from the 1951 recommendations of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Privileges and Elections would, 
if followed by enough politicians, eventually 
outlaw muck-racking, gutter tactics and back- 
alley maneuvering from the American political 
scene. 

One paragraph in the code calls for the 
condemnation of “the use of personal vilifica- 
tion, character defamation, whispering cafh- 
paigns, libel, slander, or scurrilous attacks on 
any candidate or his personal or family life.” 
Another line in the code pledges the signer 
to condemn “the use of campaign material of 
any sort which misrepresents, distorts, or other- 
wise falsifies the facts regarding any candidate, 
as well as the use of malicious or unfounded 
accusations against any candidate which aim at 
creating or exploiting doubts, without justifica- 
tion, as to his loyalty and patriotism.”

“OUR COMMITTEE,” says dynamic Miss 
Strauss, “believes that people, even politicians, 
want political campaigns conducted in the high- 
est traditions of our republic. But in the middle 
of a campaign the politicians get scared. They 
start the name-calling, the mud-slinging. They 
figure the guy doing the right thing doesn’t get 
enough attention. The wrong thing, like smear- 
ing your opponent, is what makes news. 

“If the public will support men who endeavor 
to conduct clean and honest campaigns, we will 
have a reaffirmation and a strengthening of 
the moral leadership which has made America 
great.” 

Although late in being launched, the com- 
mittee’s fair campaign drive got off to a good 
start in Washington on Sept. 14 when Demo- 
cratic National Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell 
and Republican National Chairman Leonard 
W. Hall appeared on the same platform to 
sign the pledge of fair play. Each has since 
accused the other of not living up to his pledge. 


x * * 


EVEN WHEN opposing candidates accuse each 
other of violating the fair-play code the com- 
mittee believes that some good may arise out 
of the controversy. 

“It stimulates public interest in and thought 

about fair play,” says John J. Shields, execu- 
tive director of the committee. “When a can- 
didate signs the pledge to conduct a sincere 
and truthful campaign, the public usually reads 
about it in the newspapers. The candidate has 
vowed to ‘keep it clean.’ If he starts a story 
about the opposition the public will be curious 
to know if that story is true. If it isn’t, they’ll 
decide that he’s not playing the game as ne 
pledged he would and the story instead of 
crippling his opponent may backfire in his own 
face.” 
When the present congressional campaign is 
over the committee will make an analysis to 
determine what measure of influence the fair 
play campaign had during its short weeks of 
effort. After election questionnaires will be 
sént to all candidates to discover what im- 
provements might be made in the code, and the 
ideas of the candidates on public response to 
the code.

¥ our fathers and mothers had waited until they could 
| “efford” to marry, many of us would not be here. Of 

course, it takes more money to finance a marriage today 
.than it did even 25 years ago, but everyone has more money. 
“And, if young people of today wait until they can afford to 
‘live like older and established couples, they may wait a 
long time. This is by way of saying that money, while im- 
portant, is not the most important factor in marriage, not 
‘by a country mile. But Helen is worried about it and she 
writes me: 

“I want to marry, but the men I am going with don't 
seem to be making as much money as I do. It’s pretty dis- 
couraging to think of giving up my own salary to marry 
ofie of them. My mother is continually warning me about 
this, and, really, I don’t see how I can expect to make a 
good marriage unless we have enough to live on.”

- ‘THERE IS ROOM for more realistic education of young 
women and of their mothers as to what should be expected 
ig a prospective husband. Too often a superior young man 
ig rejected in favor of one with less ability and determina- 
tion, because the latter enjoys a liberal allowance from his 
perents—perhaps including a bright red convertible—and is 
adept at showing girls “a good time.” At this point, as at 
many other points throughout life, the long view is more 
Helpful than the short view. The young man with charac- 
ter, energy and a sound perspective is likely to be the best 
risk, matrimonially speaking, even though he starts with 
little. 

* Jt is unfortunate that some young men of this type 
have been led by current standards to feel that they are not 
justified in asking young women to share with them the 
experience of working out a future. Many college-bred 
girls, for example, remain unmarried partly because the 
men who might have been their husbands have insisted on 
marrying girls with less education. Some of these men say 
that they avoid college graduates because they think the 
latter expect too much. Girls will benefit by making their 
views more widely known, if they feel that this is not a fair 
indictment.

IN GENERAL, it is not the amount of money or even 
the amount of debt with which young people start in mar- 
riage that will determine their success. Their characters, 
family backgrounds and educational preparation are far 
more important. Your parents, Helen, probably didn’t start 
marriage at the point they have now reached and on the 
level at which you are now living. You can start at almost 
any level and succeed. 

Success or failure will be determined by the attitude of 
the young people toward the use of money and their agree- 
ment on how it shall be handled. This involves making a 
plan based on an understanding of what things in life the 
young people consider most important. No one can have 
everything he wants. If he spends a dollar for this, he will 
not have a dollar to spend for something else. The couple 
should, therefore, agree on the values of life, and this agree- 
ment will be, to large extent the key to their financial suc- 
cess. 

If one of the men you mention has a future on which 
you can reasonably count, don’t worry too much about his 
present salary, The two of you can work the problem out 
together. Maybe this will involve dropping out of an ex- 
pensive group of acquaintances, or cutting down on the 
scale of entertainment. Maybe it will involve living in a 
less fashionable neighborhood. You should not be worried 
about what these men have to offer right now, but begin to 
think about what one of them has to offer all the rest of 


your life, That’s the only basis on which you can afford to 
marry. 


‘Trick or Treat’ for Children Abroad [7 NN 


Youngsters Here to Make Halloween Collections for Needy in Other Lands | 


By Mary Kimbrough 


INGLING with gob- 

lings ringing St. door- 

bells on Halloween and de- 
manding “trick or treat,” will 
be groups of young people wear- 
ing costumes of other countries 
and seeking treats,“not for them- 
selves, but for children they 
don't even know. These treats 
may be glasses of milk for chil- 
dren in Korea, bowls of rice for 
India, or protection from tuber- 
culosis for someone in Egypt. 

In co-operation with the 
United States Committee for 
UNICEF (U.N. International 
Children’s Emergency Fund), the 
Metropolitan Church Federation 
of St. Louis is sponsoring the 
community collection for the 
first time this year. All money 
given to the young people will 
be turned over to the national 
group for distribution among 
needy people of the world. 

According to the Rev. O. Wal- 
ter Wagner, secre of the fed- 
eration, and Miss rtrude E. 
Maull, chairman of the Chil- 
dren's Workers’ Commission, the 
sponsoring group within the fed- 
eration, al] Protestant denomi- 
nations are participating. 

Young people will be sent out 
from churches in groups of not 
more that eight, and all will 
be accompanied by an adult. 
They will wear identifying 
orange and black armbands 
and carry a container on 
which are the words, “Trick 
or Treat, a new American Hal- 
loween, For All the World's 
Children.” Since Halloween falls 
on Sunday, some of the groups 
probably will be ringing door- 
bells on Saturday evening, the 
others on Sunday night. 

Following the custom of wear- 

costumes on Halloween, 
many of the children, instead of 
representing ghosts and goblins, 
will wear the native costumes of 
one of the 80 or so underdevel- 
oped countries where UNICEF 
conducts health-building proj- 
ects, Miss Maull said. 

‘There are no tricks in this 
kind of Halloween celebration,” 
she said. “Just treats—for chil-

feel, is changing the whole tone 
of Halloween from destructive to 
constructive activity.”

HE program has been con- 

ducted nationally, she said, 

for the past two years. In 
1952 there were 484 participat- 
ing groups in 30 states. Last 
year there were 1349 groups in 
all 48 states, plus the District of 
Columbia, Canada, Hawaii and 
the Canal Zone. Total collected 
two years ago was $32,000, and 
last year, $99,000. 


“We think of it this way,” said 
Miss Maull, “10 cents—or what a 
child in this country would pay 
for a candy bar or comic book— 
can buy six glasses of milk. An- 
other dime would provide 10 
bowls of rice. Another would 
protect three children from tu- 
berculosis. 


“Last year, UNICEF reached 
more than 20,000,000 children 
and their mothers. A gift of $1 
will buy enough powdered milk 
to give nine children a glass of 
milk every day for a week. A 
gift of $5 will buy enough DDT 


to safeguard 530 ns against 
typhus fever for a season; $10, 
enough antibiotic ointment to 
cure 30 children of trachoma, an 
infectious eye disease; $25, 
enough vaccine to protect 600 
children against tuberculosis.” . 

The money that St. Louis boys 
and girls collect will go into 
such countries as India, where 
tuberculosis is called the “quiet 
death,” killing 500,000—or one 
person in every 140—each year. 
It will go into Damascus, where 
work goes on to control the 
spread of malaria, once a 
scourge killing 80 out of 100 
persons in the worst-infested 
area.

ART of the money may go to 

Manila, where children re- 

ceive milk, mothers are 
taught to prepare low-cost nour- 
ishing meals, and children given 
rules of simple hygiene at one 
of the 1000 maternal and child 
welfare centers established in 
the Philippines. 

Printed material from UNICEF 
outlining such programs as these, 
along with the fights against 
malnutrition and leprosy and 
work toward penicillin and DDT 
production, new laboratories and 
training courses and disaster re- 
lief, can be found in the kits 
which adults planning to accom- 
pany the children on Halloween 
may buy at federation headquar- 
ters. Costing $1, each kit also 
contains armbands and a sticker 
to identify the money container 
for UNICEF relief. 

The money collected on Hal- 
loween will be taken to federa- 
tion headquarters at 1528 Locust 
street, to be sent on to national 
headquarters in New York. 

“But this,” said Miss Maull, 
“isn’t just a matter of collecting 
money as such. It’s saving human 
lives, a way in which children 
and adults with plenty to share 
can divide with the needy chil- 
dren in other countries. 

“We believe this will grow 
and grow and for generations to 
come will build a better obsery- 
ance of Halloween than we have 
ever known.” 


Get Out of the Same Old Fish Rut 


There Are 160 Different Kinds to Choose From—Some Good Sauce Recipes 


By Hoyt Alden 


CCORDING to. sstatistics, 
A veorte in this country eat 

about 15 pounds of fish a 
year, as compared to around 115 
pounds of beef and pork, and 
that’s a shame. Not only that, 
but the fish they do eat is con- 
fined to a few common species, 
while dozens of other fine fish 
go untouched by the majority 
of people. There are roughly 
160 different kinds of fish and 
shellfish to be had, but about a 
dozen of them compose more 
than 80 per cent of the total 
eaten. Of course, one can’t ex- 
pect everyone to like every kind 
of fish, but it looks like people 
are in a rut. 

What do we eat? Well, it’s 
just about confined to salmon, 
sardine, tuna, shrimp, oyster, 
flounder, mackerel, halibut and 
a few others. Mention a good 
swordfish steak to Birdie the 
Bride and she'll think you're 
kidding. Birdie still thinks 
oysters are exotic, and scallops 
something around the bottom of 
a dress. 

Most people are just as much 
in a rut when it comes to cook- 
ing fish. They either fry it or 
bake it, little realizing that dif- 
ferent fish are at their best when 
cooked in different ways. For 
example, some types of fish are 
most delicious when boiled. 
Among those that respond to 
this treatment are haddock, hali- 
but, flounder, salmon, pompano, 
sea trout and whiting—just to 
name a few. 

When we speak of “boiled” 
fish, however, it should be borne 
in mind that the fish is not 
really boiled, like you would boil 
potatoes. Instead it is poached, 
which means that it is cooked 
at a quiet simmer, with the water 
barely quivering. That way the 
fish cooks through, but doesn’t 
fall apart. 


* * * 
O POACH a large fish, first 
T cut it into thick slices. Small 
fish can be poached whole. 
A good way to keep the fish 
from falling apart is to wrap it 
in a piece of cheesecloth. 

Wipe the fish off, leave the 
skin on. Put it in enough cold 
liquid to eompletely cover it. 
Bring it to the boiling point 
quickly, then skim the surface, 
cover the pan and lower the 
heat to a gently trembling sim- 
mer and leave it there until the 
fish is done. It should take 
about five minutes to the pound. 

Drain the fish for five min- 
utes or so before serving it. If 
it is to be served cold, let it cool 
right in thé liquid. If you've 
never tried cold, boiled fresh 
salmon with a little mayonnaise,

you don’t .know how good cold 
boiled fish can be. 

Now we come to the question 
of what to boil it in. The sim- 
plest liquid, of course, is salt 
water. A tablespoon of vinegar 
or lemon juice to each quart of 
water not only improves the fla- 
vor, but ‘keeps the flesh firm. 

To really give the fish flavor, 
however, the water should be 
seasoned with salt and pepper, 
vinegar or lemon juice, an onion 
with two or three cloves stuck 
in it and a piece of bay leaf. 


If you really want to see how 
good poached fish can be, poach 
it in a court bouillon. Start 
with two quarts of water and 
add a fourth cup of vinegar, two 
sliced onions, two sliced carrots, 
two stalks of celery, two table- 
spoons of fat, two sprigs of pars- 
ley, a bay leaf, three cloves, 
three tablespoons of salt and six 
peppercorns. 

Cook the onions, carrots and 
celery in the fat for 10 minutes 
over a slow fire first, and then 
add all the rest of the ingre- 
dients except the peppercorns. 
Bring it to a boil and let it 
simmer for half an hour. Add

the peppercorns the last 10 min- 
utes. Strain it, and use the 
stock for poaching your fish. 
Next comes the question of 
what to put on it. Some poached 
fish is good with salt and pepper 
and butter and a little paprika 
on it, but generally speaking 
poached fish demands a sauce. 
A mild sauce is best, but it 
should contain fat to make up 
for the lack of fat in the fish, 
and it should have a little color. 
Poached fish is pretty colorless.

hardboiled eggs is good, as 

is Hollandaise, mushroom, 
onion and drawn butter. I hap-

was cooked. The whole sauce 
was quite thin. Pour it over 
the poached fish, and it’s a meal 
in itself. I used one package 
of _ frozen haddock and this 
recipe made enough to serve two 
people.” 

Drawn butter sauce is an old 
standby for poached fish. It’s 
a French version of our cream 
sauce, only better. 

Divide a third of a cup of 
butter into two parts. Melt half 
in a saucepan, and blend in 
two tablespoons of flour and salt 
and pepper to taste. Then slow- 
ly add a mixture of half cup of 
hot water and half a cup of dry 
white wine. Bring it to a boil 
stirring, and let simmer for a 
few minutes. Then add the rest 
of the butter, a little piece at a 
time, beating well after each ad- 
dition. Serve .it immediately 
while it’s still hot. 

Add a fourth of a cup of 
drained capers to a cup of this 
sauce and you have caper sauce. 
Add four tablespoons chopped 
parsley and a teaspoon of lemon

XTRAORDINARY musical 

talent usually shows up early 

in the lives of those who-are 
destined to know its solace, carry 
its message and bear its bur- 
dens; but it doesn’t usually 
sweep through a whole family as 
it did in the household of Ely 
Parnas. 

Each of the Parnas children— 
four sons and one daughter— 
was playing some kind of mu- 
sical instrument well before the 
age of eight. And two of them— 
Leslie, now 22, and Richard, 24 
—were formally launched on 
professional careers with the 


opening of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony season last Saturday 
night. 


In celebration of the orches- 
tra’s seventy-fifth birthday, the 
veteran ‘cellist Max Steindel cut 
a cake in the presence of the au- 
dience and presented a slice to 
Leslie Parnas, who now holds 
the post occupied by Steindel 
himself for many years, that of 
solo ‘cellist. -It was a tribute 
and a vote of confidence from 
the oldest man in the orchestra 
in point of service to a suc- 
cessor. An interested observer 
of these amenities was Pasquale 
de Conto, second man in the 
‘cello rank and Leslie’s first 
*cello teacher. Another was 
brother Richard, at the second 
desk in the viola section. So Les- 
lie began his first year as an im- 
portant section leader under the 
scrutiny of his peers. 


* * * 

UT even though Leslie’s de- 
Bout with the St. Louis Sym- 

phony marked a milestone in 
his life, it was not an altogether 
strange experience. He was ac- 
customed to audiences and to 
close scrutiny. He had been 
playing before people for more 
years than he could remember 
and a competent watchful eye 
was usually following his per- 
formance. In the early stages 
of his musical training his 
mother, Etta Parnas—herself a 
competent self-taught pianist— 
exercised a close supervision 
over his work as over all the 
other fledgling music-makers in 
her brood. 

By the time Leslie had reached 
the ripe age of 9 the Parnas 
house was beginning to vibrate 
with music in its every floor- 
board, beam and post and at 
practically every hour of the 
day and night. The casual visi- 
tor, if such were allowed, might 
find Leslie and his ’cello in one 
room, Spencer at the piano, 
Shirley waiting for the piano 
or playing the violin, Richard 


‘out in the back yard practicing 


the violin and even Sam, at 
times, working at his clarinet. 
Each of the children had, and 
has, his favored instrument but 
most of them play several. 

It was a rare occasion when 
the whole family got together 
for a concerted performance. 
There was too much individual 
work to be done. It would have 
been possible, however, since 
the father, too, was an experi- 
enced clarinetist, having played 
his instrument for several years 
in the then excellent moving 
picture orchestras. 

Leslie and Richard were 
“born” with absolute pitch—the 
ability to identify a tone accord- 
ing to its rate of vibration mere- 
ly from hearing it sounded. They

could identify a note as C or B 
flat as easily as a person of nor- 
mal vision knows that a color is 
red or blue. Spencer’s tonal 
memory did not seem to be 
quite as precise, so Mrs. Parnas 
would put him through exercises 
designed to sharpen this faculty 
to perfection. She was equally 
assiduous in overseeing the work 
of the others, for it was her view 
that a pronounced gift placed an 
obligation on the bearer to de- 
velop it. 


later Shirley were. granted 

scholarships at the St. Louis 
Community Music Schools Foun- 
dation. Here they came under 
the friendly supervision of Edna 
Lieber, director of the founda- 
tion, who advised them in their 
studies and was helpful in ob- 
taining engagements for the 
adolescent instrumental trio 
which Leslie, Richard and Spen- 
cer formed while they were still 
in their early ‘teens. 

Many St. Loulsans got to 
hear the Parnas children in those 
earlier years. They played in 
many places and on a variety of 
occasions, sometimes as an en- 
semble and sometimes singly. 

Richard once gave a_ violin 
recital at Temple Israel which 
submitted his musicianship to a 
test that would have upset even 
a veteran performer. Before be- 
ginning his performance, he dis- 
covered that the piane was so 
badly out of tune that it had 
fallen about a half tone in pitch 
throughout the scale. Rather 
than call off the concert he un- 
dertook to transpose his program 
to the lower key as he: played. 
The audience never suspected 
that anything was wrong. 

Leslie studied ‘cello with 
Pasquale de Conto and Richard 
the violin with Stellario Giac- 
cobe and Herbert Vanden Burgh.

Graduation from Curtis and a 
limited amount of post-graduate 
work in New York was followed 
shortly for the two brothers by 
military service which, as it hap- 
pened, amounted largely to more 
music. During the interval be- 
fore going into the Navy Leslie 
gave a ’cello recital under the 
auspices of the Artist Presenta- 
tion Committee with his brother 
Spencer as piano accompanist. 
Richard played one summer in 
the Little Symphony concerts at 
Washington University. 

During their three-year Navy 
service Richard and Leslie were 
members of the United States 
Navy Band stationed at Wash- 
ington, D.C. They also found 
time for a few engagements with 
orchestras near by such as the 
Trenton Symphony Orchestra, an 
amateur group with professional 
reinforcement at key positions. 

Both were engaged for the St.

Louis Symphony Orchestra and 
went almost directly from mili- 
tary service into rehearsal. But 
though both are facing their first 
full season as members of a top- 
level professional orchestra, both 
are already favorably and artis- 
tically known throughout the 
profession. Leslie at 22 is the 
youngest solo ‘cellist in the na- 
tion. Although Richard plays at 
the second desk in the viola sec- 
tion, he has already received the 
offer of a first-desk position in 
an eastern orchestra. He pre- 
fers, however, to put more expe- 
rience behind him before as- 
piring to the responsbilities of 
section leadership.

EANWHILE Shirley, now 
19, has become organist of 
Trinity Episcopal Church in 
St. Louis and is continuing her 
musical studies at Lindenwood 
College. Spencer, 21, is a stu- 
dent at Washington University 
and though active in the musi- 
cal circles of the academie com- 
munity, his interest is veering 
toward engineering. Sam, 29, 
is the only Parnas who has defi- 
nitely put the musical vocation 
behind him. He is a script writ- 
er and publicist who has recent- 
ly moved to California. Despite 
his proficiency in the clarinet, 
Sam is wont to identify himself 
as “the unmusical Parnas.” 


Now that Leslie and Richard 
are back in their home town, the 
‘“‘musical Parnases” are all to- 
gether at the family residence, 
6960 Waterman avenue. But as 
in the days of their childhood, 
they are so occupied individually 
that they have little time for 
family concertizing. But friends 
continue to hope that an all-Par- 
nas ensemble, including Sam and 
his clarinet, will make at least

Without any conspicuous good 
luck, North romped in with 10 
tricks—which was not a satis- 
fying thing to do in the light of 
the one-odd contract. South was 
rather nettled over the fact that 
North had responded to the 
double with only one spade, and 
his equilibrium was not restored 
by North’s asking why he, South, 
had not raised. 


This was a good defensive at- 
tack on North’s part, but of 
course it ignored the true nub 
of the proposition, which was 
that North failed dismally in 
bearing up his end when he an- 
swered South’s double with one 
spade. Granted, North’s honor 
holding was not impressive, but 
with a six-card major suit, 
headed by the ace, which South 
had strongly invited, and with 
the flexible 6-3-3-1 distribution 
he had, North certainly should 
not have been content to make 
a minimum, utterly noncom- 
mital response. 


North should have responded 
to the double with two spades, 
thus announcing a hand substan- 
tially better than a forced bid. 
From South’s point of view the 
one-spade response might well 
have been based on such a hand 
as West held (with, of course, 
one more spade), and had that 
been the case, South would not 
have furthered his own interests 
by bidding two spades! The 
crux was that it was up to 
North to clarify the situation as 
quickly as possible.

FEATURE of the Mis- 
A souri Historical Society's 
open house and “pictorial 
tour of the World’s Fair of 
1904” at 8 o'clock tomorrow 
night in Jefferson Memorial, 
will be the jeweled pin from 
the crown given that year by 
the Veiled Prophet to his 
queen, Mrs. Lee Petit Warren 
of Washington. Mrs. Warren, 
who was Miss Stella Wade, was 
crowned Queen of Love and 
Beauty at the Merchant's Ex- 
change on Tuesday night, Oct. 
6, 1904, after an elaborate pa- 
rade through the city streets. 
In announcing Mrs. War- 
ren’s gift to the Historical So- 
cietv, Charles Van Ravens- 
waay, the director, said it 
would be displayed with a 
photograph of the donor in her 
coronation robes and an invi- 
tation to the 1904 ball. 


Newspaper accounts of the 
ball say it was more elaborate 
than usual because the city 
wished to impress visiting dig- 
nitaries from all parts of the 
world with St. Louis’s opulence 
and prosperity. 

One paper said the corona- 
tion took place ‘not at the 
usual throne but at the foot of 
a large cascade.’ The cascade, 
one of the most spectacular 
features of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, was repro- 
duced in miniature in the ball- 
room. 


The queen, daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Festus J. 
Wade, was described as tall 
and handsome. Her tulle gown, 
ornamented by many pink 
rosebuds, was ‘“‘much trimmed 
in a Frenchy fashion,” accord- 
ing to one newspaper account. 
Her crown-shaped pin is made 
of gold filagree with the let- 
ters “V.P.” set in rubies and 
sapphires. The year, “1904,” 
is prominent at the lower 
edge. 

Mrs. Warren said the pin 
was affixed to a little gold 
wire circle worn on top of her 
head. With other jewelry, the 
band was stolen some years 
ago. In presenting the pin, 
Mrs. Warren expressed the 
hope that it would inspire oth- 
er persons to add to the so- 
ciety’s collection of Veiled 
Prophet mementos. 


Until 1909, when the first 
platinum pin was made for 
Veiled Prophet queens, all pins 
were made of gold, but each 
in an individual design. 

Friday night’s party, which 
is open to members of the so- 
ciety, will include a reception 
in the foyer of the west wing.

The plan has been tried 
time and again, and many quar- 
rels between nations have been 
settled peacefully. If it had 
been followed in 1914, millions 
of human lives would have been 
saved. 

As it is, we have had two 

world wars. Let us hope that 
the leaders of governments never 
will start a third conflict of the 
kind. 
Carnegie, an American of Scot- 
tish descent, felt strongly in 
favor of world peace.
